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In the Examiner’s last Office action, it had been stated that Applicant had 
overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C 112, 2 nd paragraph by stipulating that 
triorganosilyl groups are not present at the end of the grafted chains. This remark was 
made in error however because the claims clearly require that at least some of the 
grafted chains have bonded at their ends the specified organosilyl group. By clarifying 
the position of the organosilyl groups, Applicant had succeeded in overcoming the 
aforementioned rejection. 

Claims 1-6, 8-16, and 18-20 remain allowable for the reasons made of record 
previously.
